Thomas B. Usher, former secretary 
of the State Board of Taxation, con- 
tribotes bu article to Cxmmarm and A 
none* on the subject of National bank 
stock taxation. Mr. Usher say*: 

“Tbe passage by lbs reoest Legisla¬ 
ture of the act known as tbe Buck Aot, 
permitting sseeeson to make deductions 
of Don-taxable securities, such as gov- 
eminent and municipal bonds, from the 
assessable value of bank stock, and 
further providing that tbs neeeesm$ut 
sad taxat ion of such ibareu of stogk 
shall not be at a greeter rate than la 
mads or assessed upon other moneyed 
capital In tbe bands of individuals of 
this State, was intended to give the 
owners of euob property tbe asms rights 
In claiming a deduction afforded to 
other personal property owners, and to 
prevent in tbs future discrimination in 
taxation igiiQil holders of bank stock. 
It is a fast that there is no form of prop¬ 
erty wbloh pays a larger tax than bank 
shares, and this is because tbe banks 
are required by law to give the asses¬ 
sors a list of their ehareholuera, with 
tbe value and amount of their holdings. 
Almost all other forms of oorporate se¬ 
curities, such as mortgages, shares of 
stock In New Jersey corporations, rail¬ 
road bonds and securities and municipal 
government bonds are exempt by tbe 
statutes of New Jersey. 

“ In moat taxing districts bank shares 
are rated and assessed at their full mar¬ 
ket valuejwhile other personal property 
la assessed at a percentage of 20 or 
lower, in tbs face of top fket that the 
act of Congress provides that'the shares 
of stock of National banks Shall not be

than is assessed upon other moneyed 
dapltal in tbe bands oi Individual citi¬ 
zens of said States. ' , *

He spoke st length upon the question 
of personal taxation, claiming that if it 
was levied oorrectly tbe burden would 
be greatly lessened. He set forth in bis 
argument that it would be a great ad- 
vertisemeni; for New Jersey to let It be 
known that we have a valuation of forty- 
five pet oei-t. 

“I introduced the law on its merits," 
he Wd, “and If it le proven to me that 
the principles in the law are wrong, I 
wont stand for it. I have been sent to 
Trenton by my constituents to make 
good laws, not bad ones. I am willing 
to aoeept good suggestions.” ; x 

Mr. Hiliery claimed that tbe State 
Board of Taxation could not appraise 
justly, as ,t was simply impossible tor 
five men to perform this laborious task. 
It was resommended that there be an 
appointment of a county board of taxa¬ 
tion for tt e equalization of valuations, 
add be believed this a feasible plan.
